

Sierra Madreans 
Take Jet Flight 

About everything has been 
accomplished in Sierra Ma- 
dre or by Sierra Madreans, 
so it was of very little sur¬ 
prise to natives to learn that 
on Monday two Sierra Madre 
men accidentally and unin¬ 
tentionally, hitchhiked a ride 
to Las Vegas and returned 
to Los Angeles International 
Airport. 

The unplanned event took 
place when Lester Brown of 
166 N. Mountain Trail, who 
was on weekend leave from 
Sawtelle Veterans Hospital, 
was visiting a friend, Ron¬ 
ald Davis of 160 N. Mountain 
Trail on Sunday, and made 
the request to see Interna¬ 
tional Airport and inspect a 
big passenger jet plane. 

They obtained a visitors’ 
pass and boarded the Flight 
106, bound for Chicago, and 
were visiting the rest room 
when the big plane took off 
for Chicago. Some minutes 
east of Las Vegas the men 
announced their presence, 
and the big plane turned 
around and came down at 
the Nevada city’s airport. 
The men were returned to 
L.A. International, much 
perplexed with it all.

According to a last minute 
report of the City Engineer, 

Lawrence Bevington, the 
work in Sierra Madre Es¬ 
tates appears to him to be 
satisfactory, but moving 
very slowly. 

The first project of the 
sub-dividers, under the di¬ 
rection of the Arbitration 
Board, was the installation 
of the interceptor ditch on 
lots 21-22-23-24. This is the 
part of the overall program 
that the City Council agreed 
to pay one half of the cost, 
taking the necessary moneys 
from the "Flood Control 
Fund,” estimated at the time 
of the agreement to be in 
the vicinity of $9,000. 

The Subdividers will do 
all in their power to com¬ 
plete the work as soon as 
possible with their sights set 
on the auction date of Au¬ 
gust 8 for the sale of lots, 
they, wishing the lots to be 
in as good a condition as 
possible to present to pros¬ 
pective buyers. 

As the City Engineer 
stated. “Once the intercep¬ 
tor ditch is completed, prob¬ 
ably this week, the rest of 
the work should speed up to 
a great extent.”

LEGAL NOTICE 


As the result of action 
taken in Los Angeles recent¬ 
ly by the Motor Vehicle Pol¬ 
lution Control Board, Cali¬ 
fornia motorists will soon be 
driving virtually smog-free 
automobiles. 

The board approved ex¬ 
haust control systems for 
1966 models manufactured 
by General Motors, Ford, 
American Motors, Interna¬ 
tional Harvester and Kaiser- 
Jeep. These systems, along 
with previously - approved 
Chrysler "Cleaner Air Pack¬ 
age,” will be integral parts 
of nearly every 1966 auto¬ 
mobile sold in the state. 

The exhaust controls, the 
result of one of the automo¬ 
bile industry’s most drama¬ 
tic engineering crash pro¬ 
grams, will reduce smog¬ 
forming tailpipe pollutants 
by approximately 70 per cent 
and deadly carbon monoxide 
by 60 per cent. Closed crank¬ 
case controls are already 
part of every new car sold 
in California. 

William Nissen, MVPCB 
chairman, said that “world¬ 
wide benefits” would result 
from California’s action. He 
stated that, based on pro¬ 
jected sales of 1966 vehicles, 
nearly 1,700 tons ot un¬ 
burned gases would be kept 
from California's atmos¬ 
phere every day after only 
a year of the new model 
cars. 

Nissen praised the auto¬ 
mobile industry for the time, 
talent and research that 
went into the development 
of the exhaust control sys¬ 
tems. He said that results in 
California would be closely 
watched for eventual adap¬ 
tation of the systems na¬ 
tionally. 

The air injection exhaust 
works on the principle of 
squirting a supply of fresh 
air into the exhaust valves 
at the point where the ex¬ 
haust gases are hottest to 
complete combustion. They 
will require a minimum of 
annual, low-cost mainten¬ 
ance. 

The systems will add less 
than $50 to the price of 1966 
models, it was announced by 
the engineering vice presi¬ 
dents of automobile manu¬ 
facturers who attended the 
MVPCB meeting. 

Vehicles exempt from ex¬ 
haust controls, at least for 
1966, will be foreign cars 
and larger engine - size 
trucks. No control system 
has yet been approved for 
these vehicles.
